Report Received at New York That 


British Liner Secures Protection 


of Cruiser.

New York, Aug. 6.—Captain Hsaslg 
ef the Uraman line ateamer Urnlam, 
announced to the British consulate 
today that he had Intercepted wlre- 
let* meuiage* from the steamship 
Lusitania, saying that two German 
cruisers which had been pursuing the 
Lusitania had been chased and sunk 
by two British warships.

Brussels, Aug. 6.—The attack on 


Liege yesterday -was executed by one 
army corps, while the Belgian force 
consisted of a mixed brigade supported 
by the artillery of the forts. 


The battle was fought along a wide 


front and partially in the open fields, 
The Belgian troops carried out several 
furious counter attacks, throwing the 
Germans back and pursuing them up 
to their original positions. 
Not an Inch of ground was gained 
by the Germass during the flghtl 
and they suffered 
severe losses 
dead and wounded. 
A night attack on the Belgian posi- 
tion was awaited with great assurance 
by the Belgian troops, who had been 
strongly reinforced. 
Further German troops were sup- 
posed to be on the way to reinforce 
the regiments which suffered, so se- 
Ttrely in yesterday's attack. 
Account af Battle. 
At about noon yesterday the German 
infantry attempted to carry by assault 
Fort Barchon, to the northeast of 
Liege. The attacking party crept up 
under the corer of a heavy artillery 
fire, but the Belgium defenders re- 
served their flre until the Germans 
came to close -quarters. • 
When at a given signal the Belgians 
opened with a-'hail of bullets from 
rifle and machine guns, which wreaked 
h»Toc atnong the Germans.. The at- 
tackers soon Jay in heaps of dead and 
wounded around the fort. 
At the same time Fort Chaudfon 
talne, to the southeast of Liege, kept 
up a hot fire on another body of Gen 
mans who had seized a neighboring 
castle. The Belgian artillery reduced 
the building to smoking ruins. The 
Germans finally retired all along.the 
line.

THE RATE DECISION. 


With railroad managers so fully en- 


gaged upon questions arising from the 
European situation and the 
conse- 


quent stoppage of ocean carriage, it 
has become necessary to consider the 
decision of the commerce commission 
in the eastern rate case without the 
assistance of traffic experts. To make 
matters worse, the decision was given 
in such a form that even the experts 
confess themselves unable to reach 
any hard and fast conclusions, until 
after thorough study of the hundred- 
page document given out in Washing- 
ton late Saturday afternoon. 


Some general aspects of the de- 


cision challenge attention. Five of the 
commissioners agree that tie reve- 
nues of the petitioning carriers as a 
whole are insufficient, while the other 
two go further and hold that the 
proper remedy would be to grant the 
proposed five per cent advance to all. 
Three and a half years ago a unani- 
mous commission declared that 
the 


revenues of these roads were 'ample. 


One of the minority commissioners 


asserts, what the Wall Street Journal 
has frequently said, that the commis- 
sion was wrong to confuse and delay 
the determination of this case 
by 


bringing in a necessarily laborious in- 
vestigation into the technique of rail- 
road operation. Such an inquiry is 
proper enough, but coulfl far better 
have been made after the rate ques- 
tion had been disposed of. We have 
the judgment of two members of the 
commission that there was no danger 
that the general advance proposed 
might unduly swell the revenues of 
the carriers or burden commerce, even 
on the assumption that many oper- 
ating economies and improvements in 
the methods of assessing for terminal 
sen-ices could be made. 


Even the trunk lines, therefore, have 


not been wholly defeated. They have 
established their need of greater net 
revenue, in the public interest as well 
ae in their own. To anyone who ap- 
preciates how helpless the carriers 
are of themselves to adopt any of the 
other means of relief urged by the 
commission, the decision will appear 
in the light of a moral victory. 


Of course it is uncomfortable for a 


great many of the stranded tourists

A GOOD INVESTMENT 


EXPERT'S VERDICT 


W. H. WhMlw of Belolt Says PUr- 


chm of JanMvllU Plant by City 
li a Sound Proposition. 


,W. H. Wheeler ol Belolt, water 
works engineer and constructor, 
known throughout the itate for hia 
work In municipalizing public utlll- 
le», who waa a Janesvllle visitor on 
Wednesday, made the atatement that 
le considered the plant of the Janea- 
vllle Water 
company 
an unusually 
sound investment for the city. 


•Mr. 
Wheeler is a firm believer In 
the public ownership 
of the water 
works utility and maintains that any 
'air sized city In this state should lose 
DO time or 
effort 
to extricate this 
utility from the grasp of the exploiter 
and inflationist, because it is a money 
maker and pays its own way without 
calling upon the general' tax payer, 
either for principal or interest. 
"The Janesville water plant 1* ex- 
ceptionally well 
designed 
and con- 
structed," said Mr. Wheeler, "and will 
•equire no great amount of rehabllita- 
.ion for years to come. The business 
las been thoroughly worked up. The 
saue of the city's bonds to cover a 
;ood round purchase price would 
amount to a mere loan of the city's 
credit, without costing the tax payers 
a cent, as the profits of the business 
it a material reduction from present 
•ates would pay interest, take care of 
he bonds as they 
become due, and 
«ave a healthy surplus. Unlike elec- 
tricity and gas, water works opera- 
lion Is exceedingly simple, with very 
low depreciation cost. 
"This city, as now organized, with 
a commission form of government," 
continued Mr. Wheeler, ''is in a much 
better position to handle a strictly 
business proposition 
than 
any city 
council." 


He cited the experience of other 
utilities which he ha» municipalized. 
Kenosha, Watertown, Berlin, Plymouth 
and Edgerton are all not only well sat- 
isfied, but enthusiastic on the subject 
of municipal ownership. All but one 
of these cities organized 
a special 
commission outside • the 
council, to 
take tfiarge of the water works, and! 
this feature has been very successful, 
corresponding closely to our present 
commission, only the latter has the 
greater powers. 


"Within the last three years," said 
Wheeler, "the 
following cities have 
purchased their water works from cor- 
poratloas: 
Eau Claire, Antigo, Osh- 
kosh, Appleton, Manitowoc, 
Sheboy- 
*an, Fond du Lac, Waukesha, Lake 
Geneva and 
Monroe. Racine is In 
the same situation as Janesville. That 
is, in the hands of the lawyers, who 
are obstructing the efforts of the city 
to acquire the works. Janesville anc 
Belolt will soon be the last of the cor- 
poration strongholds." 


Wheeler declared that the legal ob 
stmctions recently interposed to pre 
vent city ownership is nothing short 
of a calamity, which Is liable to re 
main an obstruction for years to come 
involving an annual loss to the city 
which might easily reach 115,000.00 
From his experience he says water 
companies do not particularly enjoy 
lawsuits, with the prospect of the at 
tending expense, any more than the 
clttsena, and believes some adjustmen 
should be reached under which the 
suit could be discontinued and the 
plant passed over to the city. 
He stated that the old franchise 
originally 
granted, was exceedingly 
favorable to the company, and if the 
commission has taken this into ac 
count, as well as the element of go 
ing value, he believes the chances are 
good for the city to receive quite a 
shock of disappointment In the price 
the commission

Y small nephew came home the other morning from aD errand on 
which his mother had sent him, limping painfully.

"But your foot," I said; "how could you walk so 
far?

recovered rapidly. "Oh, that's much better," he pat- 
ronizingly explained. "I guess it's going to get well." 
No, my small nephew is not a hypocrite and I'm 
not writing this to show him up. 
Ou the contrary, I don't doubt in the least that 
his foot hurt him on the errand and didn't hurt him 
when he was having a good time It seems to me that 
this little incident is an excellent illustration of the 
powerful influences of psychological conditions upon 
work. 


Many people are inclined to underrate this psycho- 
logical influence, to call it imagination and to refuse 
to reckon with it. This is a great mistake. The man 
or woman who is really trying to understand other men 
and women does not make it. 
For instance the efficiency 
engineer studies the psychological 
condi- 
tions just as carefully as he does the psysical. "The motions of a brick- 
layer working upon the wall of a church differing from his own religion " 
writes Frederick Taylor, "are often vastly different from those that he is 
careful to make when the congregation to occupy it coincide with hie own 
belief. 


Again he declares, "The contented worker does not require go large a 
percentage of rest for overcoming fatigue." 


You see, this man realizes that psychological influences are facts, not

What he does with pleasure, the average person does more easily and 
more successfully. Whatever he dislikes to do he does-painfully and prob- 
ably poorly, not because he deliberately Intends to, but because it's nature 
We cannot always be doing the things we enjoy. I don't mean to suggest 
that. I merely offer these instances as facts which it is worth while remem- 
bering in our relations with other men and women—and especially children

The German coffee cake or kuchen 


Is as great a favorite among Ameri- 


cana as among the Ger- 
mans. 
These eakei are 


peculiar to Germany and 
there are as many meth- 
ods of making them as 
there are recipes for their 
preparation.

Plain Kuchen.—Use two 


and a half quarts of flour,

Scald the milk, and when luke- 
warm add to the yeast mixture; beat 
the eggs, add to them the sugar, melt- 
ed butter, salt, nutmeg, grated, and 
vanilla.

to the mixture. . 81ft in the flour aad 
mix as for bread.

REMOVING CLOTHING STAINS 


By Miss Annabel) Turner, Instructor 


in Home Economics, University 


of Wisconsin Extension

The easiest time to remove a stain, 
on clothing is as soon as possible af- 
ter the mishap has taken place. 
If the nature of the stain is known, 
and a solvent is at hand, removal will 
be a simple 
process. 
If a solvent 
cannot be found then something which 
will form a soluble substance must be 
sought. If tills fails the last possibility 
is a bleaching agent, but thin should 
be used onlyjtas a last resort as it 
will remove the color and may weaken 
the fabric if it is not used with great 
care. 
When cleaning spots sun a thread 
around them so as to be able to find 
them easily after the garment is v/et. 
Always use some absorbent material 
under the spot so that the loosened 
dirt will not simply spread. Before 
using any cleaner try it first on the 
inside of a seam to see whether it will 
change the color. 
Alcohol, ether, chloroform, carbona, 
gasoline, and naptha soap and water 
are all good solver ts for grease. Car- 
bona is the commercial name for car- 
bon tetrachloride. 
It is not inflam- 
mable may 
be safely 
used around 
lights and flre, and works very suc- 
cessfully on the small spot so com- 
mon on clothing. 
Gasoline is the most practical re- 
agent for use when the entire article 
needs cleaning. It must be used away 
from the fire to avoid any possibility 
of serious accidents. Cover the gar- 
ment well with gasoline in a vessel 
that can be tightly covered, set vessel 
in a dish of hot water and let it stand 
several hours or over night. Especial- 
ly soiled places may require a little 
rubbing. Rinse in clean gasoline and 
hang in the open air. The soiled gas- 
oline should not be thrown away as 
the impurities will settle to the bot- 
tom and the clean gasoline may be 
poured from the top. 
The best 
solvents for paint and 
varnish are 
turpentine, alcohol and 
ammonia.

To each pint of Juice add one 
cup of sugar, one teaspoonful of cin- 
namon, same of nutmeg, and one-half 
teaspoonful each of cloves asd ginger. 
The spices, are best if they_are Placed 
in a bag of thin cloth. Boil fifteen 
minutes, skim and bottle. 


Ginger Nectar: Three ^pounds of 
granulated sugar, three lemons (peels 
cut off in thin strips), one fourth 
pound of green ginger root, one-fourth 
pound crystallized ginger, one pint of 
red currants. Macerate 
the ginger 
root and let stand In water all night. 
Throw away the water next morning 
and add three pints of cold water, the 
mashed currants, the-juice and peel 
of the lemons, and the sugar and crys- 
tallized ginger. Cook until It becomes 
syrupy; strain while hot and bottle. 
This is very good to serve with iced 
tea.A reader of this paper has sent in a 
request for some fruit syrup recipes. 
The following are healthful, economi- 
cal and easily made. 
Lemon Syrup: Juice of twelve lem- 
ons and'the grated rinds of two. Let 
stand over night. 
Make a syrup of 
four pounds of sugar and two cupfuls 
of water and add to the syrup one 
can of grated pineapple. Cook for ten 
minutes, then add the lemon Juice and 
rind. Bottle while hot. 
The pineap- 
ple may be omitted and orange pulp 
added if preferred. 
Two tablespoon- 
fuls in a-glass of iced water makes a 
very refreshing drink. 
•Coffee Syrup: To one quart freshly 
made coffee boiled half an hour add 
two pounds of granulated sugar. Make 
a syrup of the juice of three oranges, 
grated rind of one and one cupful of 
sugar. When ready to serve use two 
tablespoonfuls of coffee syrup -to one 
of orange syrup. Fill with water and 
chopped -ice. This is splendid served 
topped with whipped cream.

Lemonade: 
For caramel 
lemonade put a pound of granulated 
sugar into a frying pan, stir constantly 
until it browns and becomes liquid. 
Then add one pint of water; cover and

"A Mil- 
lion Bid" which comes to Janesville 


How United States Public Health Ser- 


vice Exterminates 50,000 Ro- 


dent* in New Orleans. 


Washington, 
August 
6. — Four 
deaths from bubonic plague . in New 
Orleans last month turned the United 
States Public Health Service into a 
squad of rat killers. 
In 
less than 
two weeks 50,000 o£ the rodents at 
the source of a pestilance which in 
May, 
June and July 1011 caused the 
death of 86,000 persons in India. To 
show how efficient the public health 
army is, let me cite these facts: 
One morning during the routine of 
his office work Surgeon-.General Blue, 
director of the Public Health Service, 
received 
a night letter 
from 
the 
Mayor of New Orleans advising him 
that one man had died and another 
was afflicted with a disease that re- 
sembled bubonic plague. 
Dr. Blue 
was asked to come and investigate. 
By noon Blue was in conference with 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
in 
whose department 
the 
health 
service is. 
McAdoo ordered Dr. Blue and As- 
sistant Surgeon 
General 
Creel to 
New 
Orleans. 
Within twenty-four 
hours they were en route. 
Within 
three days the diagnosis of the New 
Orleans physicians was 
confirmed, 
an outgoing quarantine was establish- 
ed and expert rat killers ordered from 
San Francisco. 
Fifty thousand rats 
were killed 
within the 
first 
two 
weeks. 
In the meantime wild rumors had 
reached Washington of sixteon deaths 
the first day in New Orleans and the 
Ministers and ambassadors of 
the 
South American countries wired their 
governments immediately recommend- 
ing a cessation of .commercial inter- 
course. The Health Service through 
Secretary McAdoo protested 
through 
Secretary of State Bryan to these 
countries. 
They 
were 
invited 
to 
send physicians to New Orleans to 
see that any such prohibition against 
shipping was foolish and unnecessary. 
Most of these countries then with- 
drew the barriers pending a more 
thorough investigation. 
By the time warning was sent to 
every state on our coasts and those 
bordering on the Mississippi. Health 
officers and the public were told to 
KILL, RATS. 


"This plague is primarily a disease 
of rodents," said Assistant Surgeon 
General Rucker, who was left in 
charge of the situation by Dr. Blue, 
who went on an inspection tour of 
gulf ports," and secondarily and ac- 
cidentally a disease of man. 
Man's 


safety from the disease lies in the 
exclusion of the 
rodent 
and 
his 
parasites. 
This is the basis of all 
preventative and eradicative work. 
If man can live in rodent—free sur- 
roundings he need have no fear of 
plague, because if there be no rodents 
there can be no rodent parasites and 
for all practical purposes the flea 
may be considered as the commoi 
vender of the disease from rodent toi 
rodent and from rodent to man. The 
eradication of bubonic plague there- 
fore 
means 
the 
eradication 
of 
rodents." 
Almost everyone asks how they 
catch these creatures. Dr. Rucker's 
first answer is: "Not with cats. 
That theory was exploded long ago. 
A man raised a whole farm of cats 
whetted their appetites on raw meat, 
almost 
starved 
them 
just 
before 
turning them loose at a dock, then 
put some wharf rats in the enclosure 
and the cats all ran away. 
Why I 
have seen rats as big as rat-terriors 
and no cat will ever attack them." 
The best method, Dr. Rucker se.id, 
is by trape and burning sulphur. 
Experienced rat killers know just 
how to rotate traps and food BO as to 
decieve rats. They go into all ehipe 
that are to be fumigated and pat 
sulphur pots all around, light the 
sulphur and 
close up 
the 
ship. 
Twenty-four hours later they go m 
and sweep out the rats for they all 
come out of the holes and cluster 
around the sulphur pot because the 
air immediately around the pot Is 
always fresher until the last suf- 
focating minutes. Then the rate are 
too overcome to get away.
